Visits, Ceremonies 
Mark Happy Event

[8 JULY, 1966, the Red Deer City 
Council was advised through the 
Union of Alberta Municipalities, that the 
Union of Quebec Municipalities, as its 
contribution to the Canadian Federation 
Centenary, had adopted the project of 
“twinning” Quebec municipalities with 
other municipalities in Canada. 

The Red Deer Council agreed this type 
of project would offer an excellent oppor- 
tunity for an exchange of cultural ideas 
and would increase and enhance _ the 
understanding of French-speaking 
Canada. 


Thus the cities of Cap-de-la-Madeleine 
and Red Deer commenced preparations 
for the official twinning of these two 
cities. Eleven months later, preceded by 
much communication by personal discus- 
sions, correspondence and by telephone, 
the official “Twinning” ceremonies com- 
menced. 


On July 12, 1967, a group of excited 
teenagers and a chaperone boarded a 
CNR train for Cap-de-la-Madeleine, to 
stay for two weeks at the homes of stu- 
dents with whom they returned to stay in 
Red Deer for a further two weeks. On 
July 18, 94 residents of Red Deer, includ- 
ing Mayor R. E. Barrett and Alderman 
Mrs. A. Parkinson, chairman of the twin- 
ning committee, flew by charter aircraft 
to Montreal where they visited Expo ’67. 
Most of them, with other Red Deer citi- 
zens, went on to Cap-de-la-Madeleine 
where they were treated as royalty. The 
first half of the “twinning” ceremonies 
took place in Cap-de-la-Madeleine. 


Upon returning to Red Deer July 26, 
preparations were made for some 130 
guests from Cap-de-la-Madeleine. These 
were in four groups: Les Petits Chanteurs, 
Cap-de-la-Madeleine’s famous boys’ choir; 
an adult delegation including Mayor Real 
Desrosiers and his aldermen; a student 
exchange group and a group of Air Cadets. 
Les Petits Chanteurs were on a tour of 
Canada and were able to make Red Deer 
one of their stops, to delight audiences 
with their performances and participate in 
the festivities. 

The adult delegation on July 31 was 
welcomed by citizens of Red Deer with a 
party at the Elks Club, and though there 
was a language barrier, warmth and 
friendliness overcame the obstacle. 

On August 1, at the commencement of 
the Red Deer Annual Fair and Exhibi- 
tion, everyone from Cap-de-la-Madeleine 
was impressed by the parade for, they 
said, in Quebec their parades consist of 
the local area and not surrounding com- 
munities, as in the West.

Through the first week in August, Red 
Deer exploded with enthusiasm, with each 
person doing his part in making the 
French Canadians feel at home, and they 
joined in the merrymaking with vigour. 


The choir and the adult delegation were 
able to spend some time in Calgary, Banff 
and Lake Louise. 

During Red Deer’s annual Civic Holi- 
day weekend, Central Alberta’s David 
Thompson Highway Cavalcade assembled 
on the Kootenay Plains, 30 miles West of 
Nordeeg. The Kootenay Plains are where 
the Indians used to winter their horses 
because of light snowfall. 

With the gathering of some 5,000 Cen- 
tral Albertans, the Cap-de-la-Madeleine 
group was entertained in Western fashion, 
from riding horseback to partaking in the 
ritual of the Indian dances. Dignitaries 
including the Hon. Gordon Taylor, Min- 
ister of Highways; Robert Thompson, 
M.P. for Red Deer and the Hon. A. J. 
Hooke, Minister of Public Welfare, were 
present for the weekend. 

The adult delegation was unable to 
spend the night but had a wonderful day 
on the Plains. The choir stayed one night, 
and that evening, we were lulled into a 
deep sleep by the lovely harmonizing 
songs of young voices around a campfire. 

As in Cap-de-la-Madeleine, the formal 
moment was the last half of the “twinning” 
ceremonies in the Red Deer City Hall, on 
Tuesday, August 1. Upon completion of 
the bilingual reading of resolutions and 
signing of scrolls, everyone signed the 
Golden Guest Books, one of which re- 
turned to Cap-de-la-Madeleine and one 
stayed in the Red Deer City Hall. 


A link has been forged, by not only the 
formal signing and sealing of scrolls and 
legal documents but by fast friendships 
which never can be broken. Tears fell on 
the departure of the newfound friends

Beaverlodge Has Fine Centennial Day; - 


Record Attendance Set For Caravan

ENTENNIAL DAY in Beaverlodge 
began with the rumble of the Con- 
federation Caravan, as it made its arrival. 


A huge parade, Beaverlodge’s largest 
ever, marched down main street, led by 
the band playing Ca-na-da. From natives 
and first settlers in the “Yesterday” sec- 
tion, to Municipal Government and Agri- 
cultural research in the “Today” section, 
and including the 4-H’ers and young 
people’s groups in a section “Tomorrow”; 
the parade portrayed the historical de- 
velopment of the community. The pa- 
rade was unusual in having no advertising 
and telling a story. 


The Caravan opening ceremonies began 
with a brief ecumenical service. Centen- 
nial Committee Chairman, Dr. A. A. Gui- 
tard, extended a welcome and introduced 
Mayor John Archer, G. W. Baldwin, 
M.P., and Ira McLaughlin, M.L.A. The 
king and queen for the day, pioneer Mr. 
and Mrs. Ralph Carroll, were crowned, 
and the winners of the Centennial Mural 
Competition were presented with their 
awards, before the Caravan was declared 
officially open by Mr. Baldwin. Before 
the Caravan was closed that evening it 
was visited by 7,525 people, a record one- 
day attendance for Alberta. 


Scottish folk dancers and talented sing- 
ers participated in two well-attended 
stage shows during the day, and in the 
afternoon the new Centennial Swimming 
Pool hosted its first swimming display. 
Diving, stroke demonstrations, novelty 
races, and water ballet made up the 
program. 


Some ten 4-H Clubs put on a mouth- 
watering Beef and Beans Barbecue for 
1,000 people in the evening. Later the 
“Red Knight”, Flt. Lt. Jack Waters enter- 
tained with a spectacular display of loops 
and dives in his bright red jet. 

Centennial spirit was high as people 
turned out by the thousands, many in cos- 
tume, to participate in the celebrations. A 
marquee tent was erected for the use of 
“Old-timers” and free shows were run for 
the kiddies all afternoon. An old-time 
street dance rounded out the program. 

In conjunction with Centennial Day, 
the South Peace Centennial Museum held 
its first field day. A crowd of 2,500 saw 
old steam tractors drive a sawmill, planer, 
shingle mill and threshing machine, and 
horses hitched to a feed grinder and a 
stage coach. A truly “live” museum, every 
item is in good working order. A major 
attraction was a house set up as in “the 
old days,” complete with Edison, spinning 
wheels, and even an early Eaton's 
catalog. e

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Gift Books Presented 
To Canadian Libraries 
In Centennial Project 


HE CENTENNIAL COMMISSION’S 

program of gifts of Canadian books 
to public libraries across Canada, de- 
veloped in co-operation with the provinces 
and territories, has become a reality. 


To mark the completion of this pro- 
gram, the Centennial Commission ar- 
ranged for token presentation ceremonies, 
held simultaneously in all provincial and 
territorial capitals. The Alberta ceremony 
took place in the Theatre Foyer of the 
Central Library Building in Edmonton. 


Frank L. Day, Regional Officer of the 
Centennial Committee for Alberta, pre- 
sented Alberta’s share of the gift books to 
the Hon. Ambrose Holowach, Provincial 
Secretary and Chairman of the Alberta 
Centennial Committee.

ENTURER SCOUTS of the 93rd Edmonton Company 

(Metropolitan United Church) and two adult leaders, have 

completed their second centennial project. (The first was the 
earning of citizenship papers in February of 1967.) 

Eight boys, 134 to 15% years, with their two leaders, left in 
five canoes from Cold Lake Town. Originally, they planned to 
travel northeast across Cold Lake into Saskatchewan, down the 
Cold River into Pierce Lake and return, but by 5 o'clock of the 
opening day rain and wind forced the voyageurs ashore some 
six miles from their starting point, where refuge was sought on a 
wave swept beach.

In view of the possibility of being stranded 
at the northeastern end of the lake, plans were altered and the

southeastern tip of the lake. Here camp was made, bedding and 
clothing were dried out, and all Tuesday was spent enjoying sun- 
shine, calm waters and fishing. 

With prospects for better weather, plans were altered a 
second time and the group again decided to head northeasterly 
to Cold River. On Wednesday the group, after breakfast, dishes 
and breaking camp, travelled nonstop, apart from a noon meal 
break, to Cold River. 

Here difficulties again beset the group as the mouth of the 
river was found to be extremely swift, with shallow sand 
gravel bars. This, plus the breaking of a paddle in the turbulent 
waters, necessitated a halt in the journey and an overnight 
bivouac. 

The evening was spent in repairing the broken paddle, and 
reorganizing plans. The following morning the voyageurs set off 
on their newly plotted course, travelling northwesterly across the 
lake, south of Murray Island, past the Martineau River and into 
North Bay where a stop was held for the noon meal. In this 
fashion the group continued a complete circuit of the lake, dis- 
embarking at Cold Lake Town at 1 o'clock Saturday. 

Throughout the voyage, a little more than 100 miles in dis- 
tance, the group battled story waters and waves between three 
and four feet high, and offshore winds up to 40 miles per hour. 
Apart from some sunburn, and tired and aching muscles, no acci- 
dents were encountered and all participants came through safely. 

The group consisted of Robert Hallam, Bill Harmon, Craig

Canoeists Find Lake Superior Rugged Test 


A REPORT FROM THE VOYAGEURS 


[ts BEEN A LONG two weeks on Lake Superior, with almost 
perpetual fog or drizzle. Now there remains but two more 
days on Lake Huron and the paddlers will be back within their 
own elements—the smaller lakes and rivers. 

Two Canadian Navy ships have been following the canoes 
across Lake Superior, keeping the small bobbing crafts on their 
radar screens at all times. The Voyageurs were taken aboard 
for sailor-style grub on several occasions, and real cameraderie 
has developed between the crews of the Port St. Louis, the Port 
St. Jean and the Voyageurs. A number of the Navy personnel 
have taken up paddling and entered several of the novelty races 
along with the Army’s Signal Corps and Chief Voyageurs. 

One sunny day off was enjoyed around the town of Wawa 
(Ojibway for the big Canada Goose). Ceremonies took place at 
nearby Fort Friendship, a pallisaded enclosure similar to that of 
200 years ago when the fur trade flourished. 

From Wawa the route penetrated solid bush country skirting 
the eastern rim of Lake Superior — a haven for nature loving 
tourists as well as the most venomous hordes of flies yet 
encountered. 

But regardless of how remote the area, there are always 
spectators, and it’s most interesting to note their reaction. Most 
are amazed by the whole event and by the paddlers themselves, 
who by now are in absolutely spectacular physical condition. 
But there is always the odd skeptic with the attitude “These 
fellows aren't roughing it like they did in the old days. They 
stop in town about every 50 miles and enjoy all the modern 
conveniences!” 

Granted, in some respects this is true, but with this also 
comes the modern-day committments and pressures, the clock 
watching and the constant schedules to be met. Where the 
Voyageur of old could curl up by his campfire after a hard day’s 
work, these boys are expected to make prompt appearances at 
countless parades, luncheons and various ceremonies, as well as 
to mingle with the ever-present observers. But they are tough 
enough to take it all and even enjoy it. It’s only lately that they 
have begun to count the days remaining. 

Then on into romantic sounding Sault Ste. Marie and warm 
sunny weather at last! The Soo celebrations began at “Wasgu- 
haegen”, which itself is a living portrayal of the early Canadian 
fur trade. This is the very elaborate and exact replica of Fort 
Albany, a trading post and bastion built by the Hudson’s Bay Co. 
near James Bay almost 300 years ago. Each day a colorful 
Pageant is re-enacted to depict the bartering which went on 
between White and Indian. 


That evening was “Northwest Territories Night”, when the 
far north played host to all at a banquet with “Mr. Canada,” John 
Fisher, as guest speaker. 

With the eloquence that has won him fame, Mr. Fisher 
spoke of the hundreds of imaginitive ways that Canadians are 
celebrating Centennial. “Before this is over”, he stated, “you 
boys will have caught the imagination of more people, you will 
have brought the Centennial spirit to more small communities, 
and you will have earned more publicity in press, radio and T.V. 
than any other Centennial project across the country. Something 
is beginning to happen across the land this year. Canadians are 
beginning to be proud to be Canadians and are discovering their 
long sought after identity. 

“You are not only re-creating history”, he concluded, “you 
are also MAKING history. When this is all over, your feats will 
go down as the most sportive, the event requiring the most 
endurance and patience, and it will go down as the most truly 
Canadian of all the Centennial projects.” e
